‘ While medical experts and rela- 
tives worked to identify the dead, 
investigators poked through. the 
twisted, scattered wreckage of the 
four-motored Douglas luxury liner. 

The plane was the same type as 
the Cleveland-bound United Air 
Lines craft which killed 41 and 
injured seven others in a take-off 
crash at LaGuardia Airport, New 
York, just 23 hours before. Presi- 
dent Truman’s plane, the Sacred 
Cow, also is a DC-4. The New 
York death list increased today 
when two of the injured died. 

Fatalities in the two crashes in 
the 24-hour period almost equaled 
the total number of dead in all 
plane accidents in 1946,. records 
disclosed today. Toll in the two 
crashes was 94; last year there 
were only 97 fatalities. 

Airplane crashes the world over 
brought the total number of dead

“Immediately after the confer- 
ence I communicated with the 
Department of Justice in Wash- 
ington and was advised by that 
department that while they could 
mot act on unsupported rumors, 
that if you or any other reputable 
men could furnish any substantial 
evidence indicating any fraud that 
the Department of Justice would 
immediately turn the matter over 
to the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation and have a complete and 
full investigation made. 

“I will be glad to confer with 
you at any time and if any few 
developments occur which are~in- 
dicative of evidence of the viola- 
tion of any federal statute, I will 
be glad to have you advise me 
and from the assurance of the De- 
partment of Justice, I am confi- 
dent an immediate full investiga- 
tion will be made.”

of former FBI agents. 

Kansas City police detectives to- 
day were searching for a wfdely- 
known police character, nick- 
named “Soupy.” betause of his, 
familiarity with explosives used in 
safe-cracking. Police received in- 
formation that he was seen loiter- 
ing near the Jackson county 
courthouse on several occasions 
about a week before the vault 
there was blasted open. 

The man is known to have been 
employed recently in Kansas City, 
Kan. as a chauffeur. He could 
not be found today, however. 

Representatives of the various 
law-enforcement agencies working 
on the case met briefly today to 
exchange information. Another 
meeting is set for Monday. 

The only other new development 
that they are considering, it was 
learned, is information that Rich- 
ard S. Hannon, notorious St. Louis 
burglar, has been reported in the 
Kansas City vicinity recently. 
Hannon is said to have a woman 
acquaintance here. 

Hannon, who when he failed to 
appear for trial on burglary 
* charges in Jefferson City several 
months ago, was believed to have 
been killed, recently has been re- 
ported alive but a fugitive from a 
iS-vear burglary sentence in St.

So many persons indicted in the 
vote fraud case work in the court- 
house where the vital evidence 
was stored until it was stolen that 


in their investigation. It was com; 
mor knowledge that the three 
vital ballot boxes containing the 
evidence that might send some, 
or all, to prison were in an un- 
guarded room in their midst. 

. Many Keys Fit Door. 

It was found that keys 
to offices on upper floors fit 
the lock of the outer. door of the 
vault room where the burglary 
occurred, so any. possibility of 
narrowing down the search was 
eliminated. The outer door was 
not broken and the burglars 
either gained entrance with a key, 
picked the lock or entered 
through a window, 

The election board room ig next 
to the offices of Magistrate Louis 
Mazuch of the First District. Ma- 
‘zuch’s constable, Charles O. Fer- 
guson, was indicted on a felony 
charge for his work in the elec- 
tion as a precinct captain.

Guarded by Grand Jury. 


While the grahd jury, impaneled 
March 29, had possession of the 
ballots during its investigation. 
it kept them in the midst of 
many political workers involved 
deeply in the investigation, Hugh 
C. Moore, executive vice president 
of the Westport Bank and fore- 
man of the grand jury, told the 
Post-Dispatch. os 

“However, they were. guarded 
day and night,” Moore stated. “We

“We were only concerned with 
clean government, and all through 
our investigation we congratulated 
ourselves on the thought that 
Kansas City was at last living 
down its reputation of Pendergast 
days by prompt and thorough in- 
vestigation of vote frauds, regard- 
less of who was affected,” Moore 
said. 

An ineffectual attempt was 
made to hamper the grand jury’s 
work and cause dissension among 
the members by a weekly publica- 
tion known to »e the voice of the 
Pendergast machine. The weekly 
charged that one member of the 
grand jury had voted illegally in 
one election and then challenged 
Moore and the other members to 
remove him. The unfounded 
charges were ignored and the 
grand jury continued its investi- 
gation, which by then was known 
in political ‘circles to be a serious 
attempt to get to the bottom of: 
vote frauds and was net to be 
‘the usual perfunctory inquiry and 
“whitewash.” ;

STATE DEMOCRATIC LEADERS 
CONDEMN THEFT OF BALLOTS 


Term It Outrage, but Have Not Yet Tried to 
Gauge Damage to Party or to Plan 
| Strategy to Offset It. 


While Missouri Democratic lead- 
ers yesterday condemned as an 
outrage the Kansas City ballot 
thet and the primary frauds it 
was designed to protect, they had 
no suggestion for salvaging the 
party's damaged reputation. 

The fisst concern of those 
who discussed the situation with 
Post-Dispatch reporters was the 
fact of the crime itself.. The prac- 
tical leaders of the party organi- 
zation apparently have not at- 
tempted yet to appraise the blow 
at the party now in control of the 
chief state offices, or to consider 


.j|their strategy to offset it. 


It was conceded by Roy W. 
Harper of Caruthersville, chair- 
man of the Democratic State 
Committee, that the Kansas City 
scandal could be expected to have 
a vital bearing on the party for 
the next two or three elections. 

What is in the minds of all 
those interested in the political 
situation is the expectation that 
President Truman, Missourian, wil] 
seek the Democratic n6mination 
next year for a full term in the 
White House. Missouri, with a 
close balance.now between the 
major parties, doubtless will be a 
pivotal state in 1948. 

The stolen ballots were evi- 
dence of wholesale fraud in the 
Democratic primary in Kansas 
City last August, The President 
had called for the defeat of Rep- 
resentative Roger C. Slaughter for 
renomination. The Kansas City 
Democratic niachine, headed by 
James M. Pendergast, nephew of 
the late Boss Tom Pendergast, 
thereupon supported Enos’A, Ax- 
tell, who was nominated, only to 
lose in the November election to 
Albert L. Reeves Jr., Republican. 

“Believe in Fair Elections.” 

Chairman Harper, who is 
among those being considered by 
President Fruman for appoint- 
ment to a vacant federal judge- 
ship in Missouri, bégan his com- 
ment with a reference to the Ax- 
tell-Slaughter fight. 

.“What happened was in the pri- 
mary, when the state party or- 
ganization was not involved,” 
Harper said. “One of the issues 
in the campaign last fall was the 
matter we have here now, and we 
(the state committee) didn’t at- 
tempt to answer it then. As we 
said last fall and can now repeat, 
we are not in favor of vote frauds 
or stealing any election. We be- 
lieve in fair elections. We felt 
last fall it was a matter for the 
people to decide and we stil] feel 
the same, It is primarily a local 
matter in that particular section 
of the state. i 

“T was in Washington at the 
time the -reorganization of the 
Democratic party at Kansas City 
came up not long ago, and I no- 
ticed ft was on the front page pf 
at least one Washington news- 
paper. It’s a matter of national 
importance, I suppose it’s a mat- 
ter which may vitally affect the 
fortunes of the party for the next 
two or three elections.” 

Stark Calls for Inquiry. 

Lioyd C. Stark of Louisiana, 
Mo.; Governor in 1937-41, joined 
in the demand for comprehensive 
federal investigation at Kansas 
City. Stark was completing his 
term. of office at the time a group 
of Missouri Democratic leaders 
sought early in 1941 to carry out 
the governorship steal, They 
sought, through the Legislature, 
to seat Lawrence McDaniel, Demo- 
crat, instead of Forrest C. Don- 
nell, Republican (now. Senator). 
Stark’s veto of a legislative reso- 
lution in this scheme was gener- 
ally regarded as the crucial act th 
thwarting it. : 

“I strongly support the federal 
judges (at Kansas City),” said 
Stark, “in their stand for thor- 
ough and complete federal investi- 
gation, with prompt and adequate

Allen McReynolds of Carthage 
who as a state senator denounced 
the governorship steal on the floor 
of the Senate and voted against 
it, declared yesterday. 

“Corruption in the body politic 
is never easily cured. Having 
once permeated the thinking of 
amy group of people, it is likely 
to reassert itself when the.oppor- 
tunity or the inducement offers. 
The consequences of such corrup- 
tion, no matter how limited, will 
inevitably affect the reputation 
and the welfare of a _ political 
party in whose name the fraud is 
perpetrated.” 

Richatd R. Nacy of Jefferson 
City, another former Democratic 
state chairman, was briefly crit- 
ical of the Kansas City episode. 
Recently he had served at Wash- 
ington as executive assistant to 
Democratic National Chairman 
Robert E, Hannegan. 

“I deplore the whole situation 
from beginning to end,” said 
Nacy, “and I hope that. those in 
control of the party in Missouri 
will devise some means to correct 
the situation.’ 

“Outrageous,” Taylor Says. 

Attorney General J. E. Taylor 
of Missouri said at Jefferson City: 

“The crime is outrageous, I am 
sure that no reputable political 
leader could or would condone 
such action. Democratic leaders 
are as anxious as any other law- 
abiding citizens to see that the 
criminals responsible for the per- 
petration of the crime are appre- 
hended and properly punished. 
Republicans as well as Democrats 
were indicted (at Kansas City), 
No one knows who was. respon- 
sible for the outrage, but, who- 
ever they are, they should be 
caught and properly punished.” 

Taylor expressed gratification 
that the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation has been directed to make 
a thorough inquiry and that the 
State Highway Patrol has been 
told to investigate also. 

The chairman of the Democratic 
City Committee of St. Louis, City 
Treasurer John J. Dwyer, de- 
clined to comment on the political 
effect of the scandal. He said:

THEFT OF BALLOTS ‘STUPID’ 


Head of Kansas City Machine Says His Fol- 


* lowers Will Co- 


operate in Any 


Investigation of Crime.

KANSAS CITY, May 31—James 
M. Pendergast, nephew of the late 
Boss Thomas J. Pendergast, once 
the ruler~of the most powerful 
political dynasty Missouri has ever 
experienced, told the Post-Dispatch 
today that neither he nor the or- 
ganization which he heads con- 
doned the theft of the primary bal- 
lots from the Jackson county 
courthouse, 

Pendergast, who is struggling 
to keep together the remnants of 
the once all-powerful organization 
built up by “Uncle Tom,” said his 
followers would co-operate in any 
investigation of the crime. 

““T certainly would not condone 
a thing of that nature,” Pender- 
gast told the writer, “and neither 
would the organization. In the 
first place, it didn’t have anything 
to do th it, and°-in the second 
place it was a stupid thing to do.” 

Pendergast asserted that he 
was “tired” of reading newspaper 
reports which he thought hinted 
that the Pendergast machine was 
back of alleged frauds and, the 
subsequent .safe-cracking. 

Some Republicans Indicted. 

Pendergast asserted that 46 of 
the 71 defendants indicted by a 
Jackson county grand jury were 
not affiliated with the Pendergast 
such, although 
many were Democrats, and point- 
ed out that- some Republicans 
were numbered among those under 
indictment. 

During the recent visit of Pres- 
ident Truman to Kansas City, 
caused by the critical illness of 
his mother and terminated the 
day after the courthouse burglary 
was discovered, Pendergast con- 
ferred with the President in his 
hotel suite, the Post-Dispatch 
learned. | 

The conference; Pendergast told 
the writer, did not touch upon the 
subject of the alleged vote frauds 
in the primary in which Enos A.

AS STRONG 1948 G.0.P. ISSUE 


Kansas City Vote Scandal Likely to Be Big- 
gest of Truman Administration; Wash- 
ington News Says—Other Comment.

Text of Article. 

The text of the Daily News ar- 
ticle follows: 

“Theft of Kansas City vote 
fraud evidence may turn into big-

“Senate hearings next week will 
go into Justice Department fail- 
ure to prosecute for irregularities 
in last August’s congressional pri- 
mary.

“There were no instructions to 
interview men who had“said in 
affidavits that “ghosts” voted in 
their place, or the voting booth 
workers involved. 

“Omission seems significant in 
view of fact that Clark memo 
pointed out conspiracy under fed- 
eral law could be charged if evi- 
dence reported by earlier investi- 
gators was substantiated. This 
evidence indicated persons were 
listed as voting though = they 
claimed they hadn’t voted; per- 
sons were listed as not having 
voted though they said they. did 
vote; persons on reaching polling 
place were told their names al- 
ready had been voted, 

“Clark says reports he received 
indicated there was po evidence of 
conspiracy. 

“Committee, headed by Senator 
Ferguson, will hear Clark and 
Hoover Thursday. Next day it 
will hear three fedaral judges who 
also reported, after FBI investi- 
gation, that evidence was insuf- 
ficient for federal action. Repub- 
licans hint these judges now feel 
‘full and complete’ case was not 
laid before them.

“The last named appeared on 
the scene in the capacity of a 
thug. He and other unidentified 
ruffians were used by,Maher to 
arive an honest election judge 
from the polling place and _ to 
strengthen the resolution of the 
weak-kneed among the defendants. 
When they had finished that as- 
signment, Don Depasco asked Ma- 
her if he were satisfied and made 
his exit. 

“Maher was not an election o7- 
ficial. He was described as one 
of the Democratic precinct cap- 
tains (the evidence disclosed there 
were two Democratic precinct cap- 
tains in this precinct, one for each 
faction of the party, one for the 
‘Pendergast goats,’ another for the 
‘Shannon rabbits.') 

Took Charge of Counting. 

“When the polls were closed Ma- 
her took charge. The ballots were 
emptied out of the ballot box on 
a table. They were divided into 
piles. There was one pile of 
straight Republican ballots. These 
were handed to Maher and Ogden 
(a female Republican jidge. who 
had twice been sentenced to a 
penitentiary), standing behind ‘an 
immediately adjacent counter, and 
there they, but chiefly Maher, in 
the very presence of all defendants 
except Don Depasco, mutilated the 
ballots, by erasing the marks in- 
dicating they were intended as Re- 
publican ballots and then forging 
each ballot thus erased to make it 
appear to be a Democratic ballot. 
In this manner and by other meth- 
ods a fake count was achieved and 
certified. 

“The foregoing 1s a thumbnail 
sketch of what happened in that 
polling place. The proof of the 
facts stated was overwhelming. 
..~+ Thig was the ninth in a series 
of similar cases, all revealing simi- 
lar shameful debaucheries of the 
ballot box, in no one of which 
has a single individual amongst 
those charged been found not 
guilty by a jury.” 

Kem contends the same civil 
rights statute cited by Judge Otis 
applies in the alleged frauds of 
last August: 

Affidavit by Detective. 

The second statement was found 
in the Attorney General's file on 
the August election. The file was 
examined by U. G. Lewellen and 
Aldén A. Stockard of Kem's staff. 
Stockard. and Lewellen were not 
permitted to see a confidential re- 
port by the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, but examined material 
sent to Clark from various other 
sources, including a House com- 
mittee and the Kansas City Star. 

The statement purported to be 
a copy of an affidavit given in 
the office of the Kansas City chief 
o* police last Sept. 10 by William 
H. Banks, probationary detective 
on the Kanégas City police force, 
who was assigned to the First Pre- 
cinct of the Fourteenth Ward. The 
statement” relates _ that’ on the 
closing of the polls at 7 p.m. the 
detective entereg the voting place 
to see that the ballot box was kept 
intact and to keep order. He ob- 
served the counting of the ballots 
by two Republican judges, one 
Democratic judge, and a precinct 
eaptain. 

“They were counted by lining up 
the straight Democratic machine 
tickets, and the Republican ballots 
were laid on one side at that time. 
The split ballots were then count-. 
ed,” the statement continues, 

“While they were counting the 
split tickets, a Democratic judge 
told the detective to watch the 
straight Democratic machine tick- 
ets which he laid on a box beside 
the chajr in which the witness 
was sitting. f 

“Noticing the first ballot on top, 
which was face up, was not a 
straight Democratic machine 
ticket, I looked down three ballots 
into the stack and. saw that the 
fourth ballot was ‘a Republican 
ballot, and then noticed the other 
two ballots I had lifted up were 
split tickets and not straight ma- 
chine tickets as they were sup-

WASHINGTON, May 31 (UP)— 
President Truman today signed 
the $350,000,000 foreign relief bill 
and instructed Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall to start at 
once the task of carrying out its 
terms, 


Under the relief plan as ap- 
proved by Congress, food, medical 


‘| supplies, fertilizers and feeds will 


be shipped overseas this year. 
Most of the shipments will go to 
Greece, Hungary, Austria, Italy, 
Poland, China and Trieste. 

Administrator of the program is 
expected to be Richard Allen, vet- 
eran Red Cross official with many 
years experience in European re- 
lief work. Allen is a native of 
Craig, Mo. 

Further Aid in Loans Likely, 

The relief bill is separate from 
the $400,000,000 measure. to aid 
Greece and Turkey against Com- 
munism, which the President hae 
already signed. It probably will 
be the last direct postwar relief 
measure, as such, except for aid to 
some areas occupied - United 
States military forces. is coun- 
try, however, may have to advance 
additional billions for economic 
aid to war crippled foreign econo- 
mies. Much of this, presumably, 
would be in the form of foans 
which would be repaid, . 

In his special message to Con- 
gress last February asking for the 
$350,000,000 bill the President said 
the foreign relief task “is nearly 
finished.” 

The Presiderit in ah executive 
order gave Marshall such author- 
ity “as may be necessary” to get 
relief supplies started to their 
destination. Occupation commar 
ders abroad and foreign policy 
spokesmen have -warned repeat- 
edly in recent weeks that sup- 
plies must be rushed’tq prevent 
starvation and epidemics in many 
parts of the world. 

For immediate expenditure Mar- 
shall will have a $75,000,000 Re- 
construction Finatice Corp. ad- 
vance authorized in the bill. It 
must be paid back when Con- 
gress gets around to appropriat- 
ing money to carry out the full 
$350,000,000 program.

The relief program won Con- 
gressional approval only after the 
House and Senate wrote in pro- 
visions to make certain relief aid 
is properly used, bias we safe- 
guards include: 

. Assurances that Uni 
officials, newspaper radio 
representatives have full oppor- 
tunity to observe and report on 
administration of the rélief sup- 
Plies abroad.

Abd El Krim, 67-year-old leader 
of the Riff rebellion of the 1920's 
that threatened French and Span- 
ish rule-over Morocco, arrived in 
Port Said today from 21 years’ 
exile on Reunion island in the 
Indian ocean. , 

He ‘told ‘reporters “-he had. been 
granted amnesty by the French 
Government provided he settled in 
France, but announced he had ac- 


cepted an invitation of King Far- 
ouk I to live in Egypt. He trav- 
eled to Cairo by train and bus 
and took up temporary residence 
here at Morocco House, headquar- 
ters of the “Morocco Committee of

elapsed since the city experienced 
a cooler spring, he added. 

Mean temperature for the 
months of March, April and May 


was 52.4 degrees, or 3.3 below nor- |~ 


mal. That equalled the record set 
in 1891. @It has not been chillier 
since the brisk spring of 1875, 
when the mean temperature was 
51.8 degrees, ‘ 

St. Louisans were particularly 
conscious of the cool weather this 
spring because last year’s vernal 
season Was the second warmest on 
record, The mean temperature for 
the thrée months in 1946 was 60.3 
degrees. Thursday’s 41-degree tem- 
perature, the coldest weather ever 
experienced here so late in the 
spring, also made local residents 


aware that May was unusually 
cool. 

Mean temperature for May was 
64.2 degrees, 2.8 below normal. 
April was slightly below normal 
and March was 6.9 degrees colder 
than usual. St. Louisans were 
happily aware of the fact that so 
far there have“been no 90-degree 
days. . 

Warmest last month wa 
the 14th and 15th and pe bt so 
on the 9th. In previous Mays it 
has been as high as 9&and as cold 
as 32. Rainfall totaled only 2.41 
inches, compared with a norma!

3. Manager Ruel must be wor- 
ried about the catching situation.

find themselves in a bad spot. His

4. Under the stress of a tight 
game, the team has begn jittery.

A decision handed down last 
week by the United States Circuit 


Court of Appeals for the District 
of lumbia sent back to the 
Federal Power’ Commission the 
question of wholesale rates for 
sr gg gas delivered to St. Louis 

other points by Mississippi 
River Fuel Corp. 

This action did not constitute 
a complete victo for the pipe 
line in its naeeat, as the court 
merely directed FPC to make its 
Cindings more definite. A reduc- 
tion of retail rates to consumers 
of the Laclede Gas Light Co. in 
St. (Louis and &t. Louis county 
would follow a final approval of 
_ the wholesale rate cut. 

While the court upheld FPC in 
fixing 6 per cent ar a fair rate of | 
return on its investment, instead 
of 6% per cent allowed in previous 
cases, its legnthy opinion, received. 
here yesterday, dealt chiefly with 
a technica] problem of allocation 
of costs. ~ 

Firm’s Objections Overruled. 

In all prior cases before EPC 
subsequent to passage of the 
Natural Gas Act a 6% per cent 
return had been allowed. The 
court brushed aside some of the 
pipeline’s objections on this point 
and called attention to varying 
fimancia] circumstances in indi- 
vidual cases. It said that Mis- 
sissippi Fuel's capital was about 
equally divided between the stock 
equity and 2% per cent long- 
term notes. ) 

“From the standpoint of the 
cost-of-capital rule,” said / the 
court, “the 6 per cent rate of-re- 
turn allowed would meet the ob 
ligation of the 2% per cent notes 
and allow about 9% per cent on 
the common stock and surplus.

ROME, May 31 (AP).—The 
Communist party tonight formal- 
ly difapproved Alcide de Gasperi's 
solution of the Italian political 
crisis by his formation of a gov- 
ernment without leftists. The So- 


cialist newspaper Avanti asserted 
“the Government is one that must 
be overthrown immediately.” 

De Gasperi announced today a 
list of 15: cabinet members, 10 
from the ranks of the Christian 
Democrats and five independents. 
It will be the fourth formed by 
the Christian Democratic leader 
and the first since the Italian 
liberation without Communist or 


Socialist representation. 

Communist reaction was dis- 
closed in a communique issued by 
the secretary of the party, which 
declared that the “Communists 
disapprove and reject in the sharp- 
est manner the solution of the 
government crisis.” 

The Communist organ L’Unita 
referred to the new government 
as a “chancellory”—that is, 
government not representative of 

‘the political complexion of the 
Constituent Assembly in which; 
Christian Democratg have only 
‘ 207 members of the 556-membér 


body. 
In a radio address to the na- 
tion: De Gasperi defended the Pent 
of a government without 
Communists and declared that his 
. principles were against ‘any re- 
e of tyranny.”

3 YOUNG ROBINS 
FED FOR 2 WEEKS 
WON'T FLY AWAY 


Two weeks ago, Mrs. Charlotte 
Demuth began feeding three 
young robins that apparently had 
been abandoned by their parents 
in a nest near her home, 8007 Allen 
gvenue, Overland.

as no accident. Never since the days of 


Sam Insull was the private-power lobby | 


more powerful in Washington than in the 
last few months. Never has it been more de- 

termined to stop the development of pub- 
lic power, and never has it demonstrated 
this determination more tangibly. 

Since public power is being developed by 
the Govefnment only in conjunction with 
other uses of water, such as irrigation in 
the West, the most direct line the private 
power-companies can take is to minimize 
the development of hydro-power in “‘multi- 
purpose” projects, and, failing that, to 
blockade such projects themselves, insofar 
as they are able. 

The Interior Department, through its 
Bureau of Reclamation, is the nation's 
single largest power-plant operator, with 
‘the Tennessee Valley Authority second. In 
each program, power development has been 
incidental to other uses of water; but power 
has paid, and is paying, a very large share 
of the costs of making available other bene- 

ts, such as irrigation in the West and 

vigation in the Tennessee Valley.

Electro-processing industries such as the 
making of aluminum almost wholly depend 
on the availability of big blocks of low-cost 
power—an aluminum . plant requires a 


steady power source of from 30,000 to] 


50,000 kilowatts, enough to supply a good- 
sized city—and there are going to be more 
such electro-processes. 

The Bureau of Reclamation plants, all 
built in conjunction with its irrigation 
projects, have a present capacity of 2,362,- 
$00 kilowatts—more than 3,000,000 horse- 
power—and if the Bureau gets to build 
all that it centemplates, the total will be 
6,952,000 kilowatts. 

In addition, the United States Army En- 
gineers have built, or plan to build (again 
if Congress is willing) plants with a ca- 
pacity of more than 4,000,000 kilowatts. 

Power from these dams, like that from 
Reclamation plants, is sold through the 
Department of the Interior, so that this 
one public-power group or authority alone 
will eventually—if fully developed—supply 
a total of approximately 11,000,000 kilo- 
watts, or nearly 15,000,000. horsepower. 

There are rather large municipal and 
other public-power supplies other than 
these. The people of the state of Nebraska 
are now supplied ‘entirely by publid-power 
plants. But the core of the present and 
future program is in the Interior Depart- 
ment and the TVA, and TVA's hydro-elec- 
tric resources are almost fully developed. 


Program Has Been 
Community Stimulator. 


For all practical purposes the incessant 
enemies of public power will have achieved 
their Jong-time goal of stoppirg it, or alter- 
natively of taking it over, if they are able 
to stop or to seize the developments now 
controlled by the Department of the 
Interior. 

The public value of the public power pro- 
gram would seem so obvious that one migHt 
thidk it too popular to be in danger. Every 
where it has gone it has served as a~coni- 
munity-stimulator.

Bureau Reorganized 
During Harding Regime. 

Private power-companies and their friends 
began early to try to knock out the public- 
power program, During the Harding ad- 
ministration there was a complete reorgan- 
ization of the Bureau of Reclamation with 
the prime purpose of eliminating its public- 
power phase. A former higher official of 
the Bureau has said privately that Boulder 
Dam- power costs users $500,000 yearly 
more than it should, because of the awkward 
three-part division of its power at the dam, 
between one public distributor and t 
private ones. That was agreed upon during 
the Hoover administration. 


Such efforts have on the whole been un- 
availing, but they have left scars. In the 
Seventy-ninth Congress, the House regularly 
clipped off funds for public-power transmis- 
sion lines plus funds for steam plants to 
“firm up” and cheapen the supply. 


The Senate. put some of them back again, 
but on two occasions, on a motion that 
would have cut off all transmission-line 
development. by the public authorities, and 
would have compelled them to sell the 
power to private companies at the dam, a 
switch by 10 Senators would have carried 
the motion. It is quite possible that the 
Republican sweep of 1946 put those 10 
Senators in the Senate.

Boulder Dam Power 
An Aid to Irrigation. 


The public power program is under at- 

tack from several quarters: One of the 
most interesting of these is the National 
Reclamation Association. 
This powerful organization was formed 
years ago to promote reclamation projects 
in the West. Such projects have included 
great power-plants. In recent years the 
association has become increasingly solicit- 
ous of the effect of public competition on 
the private power-companies—in fact, a 
former president of it flatly declared: ‘‘We 
must do nothing to hurt the private power 
companies, that have served us so well.” 

The ostensible motive of the Association 
is that’ cutting down the public power- 
program will lessen the general hostility to 
the Bureau’s program, and enable it to 
get through Congress larger appropriations 
for irrigation dévelopment. But against 
this is the fact that revenues from Boulder 
Dam are being used to pay three-fourths of 
irrigation costs there, and thereby relieving 
farmers of them; in the case of Grand 
Coulee this subsidization of farming projects 
by power, amounts to nearly 80 per cent. 

The Association has for years objected 
to the Bureau’s bookkeeping. These objec- 
tions came to a heag this year in the so- 
called Rockwell bill which had.two main 
purposes: 

1. The Bureau now uses money advanced 
by the Treasury, to build power facilities. 
Instead of paying interest on this money 
directly back to the Treasury, it credits this 
interest directly to its legal obligation to 
subsidize the agricultural development. The 
bill would have compelled direct repayment 
to the Treasury. This in turn would have 
forced the Bureau to raise rates on power 
from all its big dams. 


2. Lest the purpose of the bill, be mis- 
understood, there was added a provision 
that the Bureau must charge ‘“‘all the traf- 
fic would bear’’ for power from its dams, 
i, @., it would have to charge up to the 
cost-level of local private power companies.

Group in Congress | 
Also Attacks Program. 


This whole situation bears out Bernard 
DeVoto’s charge in a recent Harpers that 
Westerners who are always ready to knife 
the region’s future for a quick advantage to 
themselves, are the West’s worst enemies. 

Another general attack is coming from a 
section of Congress headed by Senator 
Elmer Thomas of Oklahoma. Senator 
Thomas has introduced a bill providing for 
a national power policy. It would place the 


rwhole program in the hands of the Federal 


Power Commission—and would compel the 
Government to sell all its power at the 
dams, to be taken away over private trans- 
mission. lines. 

The private-power industry would get 
a double advantage from this set-up. It 
would make a profit off the billions of dol- 
lars invested by the people in public-power 
facilities; and it would end all this lower- 
rate agitation, and the odious comparisons 
between public and private rates, 

Crux of the Thomas bill is a provision 
that the Government could build no more 
projects, the chief purpose of which is to 
supply electric power. What such a bill 
would do is highlighted in the Central Val- 
ley in California. Here the giant Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co. has fought public de- 
velopment and distribution of power from 
the great dams built to store water to ir- 
rigate the valley. 

It has been largely successful in block- 
ing Congressional action to permit the Bu- 
reau of Reclamation to. carry Central Valley 
power over its own public transmission 
lines, to farmers, public municipal plants, 
REA co-operatives, etc. 

About one-third of the power will be 
needed for pumping water for the irrigation 
program. If PGE should retain control of 
all transmission facilities leading away from 
the public dams, it would make more profit 
out of the enormous expenditures by tax- 
payers; than would the farmers who help 
pay for the public plants. 

In the Southwest the private power com- 
panies have banded together, to compel the 
Government to sell power developed by the 
Southwest Power Administration at the 
dams, and to prevent its transmission over 
public lines. 


Small Power Users 
Cannot Build Lines. 


, One contention is. that power should be 
available to all users alike, at the dam. This 
sounds fine, but the effect is clearly seen 
if one considers a small town or a farmers’ 
REA 100 miles from thé dam. It does not 
have enough funds to build a transmission 
line of its own, If the Government does not 
bring the power to it, it has to buy from 
the private power company that does have 
enough resources to build the transmission 
line. 

“Putting the power companies on the 
WPA” is the way one proponent of public 
power has described this. Another likens it 
to a toll bridge on a public highway, where 
a private company reaps profit from a pub-

Operate on Much Bigger Scale Than Rhodes Scholat-

about in their own educational institutions. 

More important than the money involved 
is the possibility and the hope that the 


returning students will become ambassadors 
of good will and exponents of the American 
way of life. 

In practice this hope is limited by the 
facts. The United States has little to say 
‘as to what students are to come here and 
what subjects they are to study. To fill the 
gaps in the world-wide movement, from 
our point of view, the State Department 
is seeking legislative permission to bring 
selected students to this country. 


Two-Way Exchange 
Will Go Into Operation. 


A sort of two-way exchange will func- 
tion on a large scale when the Fulbright 
Act begins to operate. This measure, spon- 
sored by Senator Fulbright (Dem.), Arkan- 
sas, a former Rhodes scholar, provides that 
the State Department may use foreign cur- 
rencies and credit acquired through the sale 
of surplus property abroad for student ex- 
change programs. It has been ‘called an 
act to turn swords into scholarships. 

This tremendous movement dwarfs the 
best-known of all the inter-nation educa- 
tional plans, the Rhodes scholarships. Its 
importance may be assessed from the un- 
questioned influence Rhodes scholarships 
have exerted on relations among the United 
States, the British Empire and Germany, 
where they have been awarded. 

Since the death of Cecil Rhodes in 1902 
about 2000 men have studied at Oxford 
on grants from the trust set up in his will. 
Of these, more than 1100 have been Amer- 
icans. A tabulation made last year showed 
that 389 returned to become educators, 236 
lawyers, 55 doctors, 53 writers, newspaper- 
men or radio broadcasters and 141 busi- 
ness men. There were 74 in Government 
service, 36 in research, 35 in religion, 43 
in academic pursuits and 50 in other occu- 
pations, 

In most instances Rhodes’s desire that 
the students achieve positions of leadership 
and influence has been fulfilled. In this 
respect the results have far. outweighed the 
money expended, and they have become 
apparent in 40 years. Rhodes once alluded 
to his plan as a work of two centuries. 

There is one striking difference between 
the movement of scholars to England and 
that to the United States. The overwhelm- 
ing majority of the foreign students. now 
in this country ‘are studying our technology. 
They will go home with a grasp of our 
mechanical know-how but with little idea 
of our, economic or our political system. 


Understanding of U.S. 
State Department Goal. 


Rhodes scholars, on the other, hand, are 
selected in such a way and study such 
subject matter as to fit them to interpret 
the English point of view. This is not 
to say they become propagandists for Great 
Britain, but they do leave Oxford with 
some wynderstanding of England’s political 
life and traditions. 

The State Department naturally wants at 
least some of the young men and women 
who study here to understand what makes 
America tick. If they want to go home 
and preach a ‘doctrine of Americanism, 80 
much the better. 

. Here is an example of what is happening. 
When India was notified finally that it 
would be independent the Indian Govern- 
ment adopted a long-range educational pro- 
gram. Some 2000 scholars were to be sent 
annually to the United States at Govern- 
ment expense.

300 private Indian students are in the 
United States. It is expected that within 
two years there will be 2000 Government 
and 1000 private students here, spending 
an average of $2000 each annually. The 
point made by the State Department is that 
virtually all these persons are studying 
scientific and technological subjects. There 
is, for instance, not one journalism student. 
The significance of the overall movement 
is apparent especially to the veterans of 
Army, Navy aff_d Office of Strategic Services 
who are employed in the State Department’s 
Division of International Exchange of Per- 
sons. What they- have seen abroad has ¢on- 
vinced them that education is potentially 
the most effective means to lasting peace, 
Oliver J. Caldwell, acting assistant chief 
of the division, said to the Post-Dispatch 
that “at no time in history has one nation 
been the cultural world’ capital as the 
United States is now. The influx of stu- 
dents is beyond parallel. It is one of the 
most important historical events of our 
times.” 


America’s Obligation , 
To Share Its Facilities. - 


He pointed out that many of the Euro 
pean universities either were destroyed in 
the war or are years behind and.that many 
educators feel America has a genuine obf- 
gation to share its facilities with the world. 

Educators say uhiversities overcrowded 
now with student veterans are in a posl- 
tion to accept foreign students because most 
of the+latter are either graduate studepts 
or are interested in less-crowded fields. 
Many are studying agriculture and forestry. 

One of the principal barriers to free stu- 
dent exchange is the lack of transportation. 
By the time students can take advantage 
of the Fulbright Act, which may be a year 
or more, passage may be easier to obtain. 

Meanwhile, some relief wiJl be offered 
this summer by the assignment of two Mari- 
time Commission converted troop transports 
to carry students and teachers betw 
Europe and the United States. Estimates 
are that 3500 Americans want to study 
abroad this summer while “several ter: 
sand” hope to come here. 


Implementation of the Fulbright aa 
which was passed by the last Congress,*has 
been delayed, but it now is hoped to have 
application blanks ready by November go 
that the first large groups of fellowships 
may be awarded ‘next spring. It is possible 
a fev" teachers may be sent out this Sep- 
tember.

To Sign or Veto? 

The Eightieth Congress's labor and income tax 
bills are as good as on President Truman's desk. 
While there is a possibility that one branch or 
the other may balk at the work of the conferees, 
the prospect of such a hitch is slight. The give 
and take of the conference committees indicates 


-a desire to get these controversial issues to the 


White House as soon as possible. 

This puts the question squarely to Mr. Tru- 
man: to veto or not to veto. He has strong 
counsel both ways. Particularly on the labor 
bill, his intimate advisers in the Cabinet, so it 
is reported, are split wide apart. 

The labor bill is not a perfect theasure by any 
means.~ It includes certain things which might 
better have been left out and it passes over 
some needs altogether. Fortunately, in the con- 
ference committee Representative Hartley and 
the other House members gave way on many of 
the unduly, testrictive provisions passed by the 
Representatives. This yielding in favor of the 
milder Senate bill was all to the good. 

The ban on the closed shop is certain to have 
repercussions, although it is to be noted that 
the bill does guarantee the union shop when a 
majority of the workers vote for it. Under the 


- union shop, non-union workers may be employed. 


but they are required to join the union. The 
chief difference is that under the closed. shop 
a worker must be a union member in order to 
be employed at all.

Another long-standing practice in many indus- 
tries which would be altered in form is the 


checkoff. Under the new provisions, a company 


would check off union dues only when the em- 


_ploye directs in writing that his dues be with- 
held for the union. 


Objections certainly can be raised to the pro- 


vision which bars a union from exercising col-_ 


lective bargaining rights if any of its officers 
can reasonably be regarded as a Communist or 
Communist sympathizer. Here the objection is 
not that unions should not be headed by Com- 
munists, but rather that such housecleaning 
should be by the unions instead of by congres- 
sional decree. 

But such questions do not add up to a rejec- 
tion of the bill. They do not make a case for 
a veto by the President. And should the Presi- 
dent veto, they certainly do not provide the 
basis for sugtaining the veto. 

The test of the new labor legislation will be 
in the experience under it. The country should 
soon know from the application of the law what

what.needs changing. That is the way the 
details of public policy are worked out and ap- 
proved’through the democratic process.

Of Upton Sinclair one may truly say his 
life is an “open book.” Almost everything 
he has ever seen or believed in has found 
its way into a novel. He has covered 
co-operative living, prohibition, the stock- 
yards, movies, education, marriage, religion 
and many other fields in his 70 books, 

The eighth in the “Lanny Budd” series 
carries Lanny from Pearl Harbor through 
the preparations for the North African in- 
vasion. Lanny is a P.A. (presidential agent) 
for F.D.R. Son of one of America’s great 
industrialists, he is himself a radical. 
Through his family ‘connections he has 
hobnobbed with the rich and fascist sets, 
and is on equally good terms in Germany 
with the underground Socialists and Adolf 
Hitler himself. In Allied territory he shows 
his personal letter from F.D.R. When 
forced down in German territory he lt- 
erally eats the note, but soon it is replaced 
by one from Hitler. :

The story ‘is well-paced and enjoyable 
but a highly improbable affair unless you 
agree to accept a hero who combines the 
qualities of the Rover Boys, Superman, 
Sherlock Holmes, Raffles and Jack Lon- 
don, There is a recital of recent events 
which were fully covered in the news- 
papers.

is all but completed. The demili- 
tarization of Japan and the re- 
patriation of 5,389,600 of her over- 
seas soldiers and civilians have 
been efficiently and expeditiously 
earried out. The Japanese war 
machine is junked and impotent. 
Parts of it are already making 
return trips to the steel mills that 
produced them, there to fre- 
emerge as hoes, spades, cooking 
pots and other implements of 
peace. Stripped of her conquests 
and denuded of her weapons, 
Japan could not, without extensive 
foreign assistance, hope to em- 
bark on a new career of conquest 
in less than a generation, even if 
she willed i 

Politically, economically and 
ideologically, on the other hand, 
the effort has been grand in 
scope but spotty in results. Chains 
of totalitarianism have been 
broken and a comprehensive blue- 
print of reform unparalleled in any 
country in history has been laid 
down. Within little more than a 
year, the Japanese people have 
been .presented with a bill of 
rights, a democratic constitution 
and an elaborate set of laws to 
match, in nearly all fields of na- 
tional life. Emancipation has been 
decreed for women, for labor, for 
political parties, for intellectuals, 
for tenant farmers and for the 


common man. 
Old Habits Die Hard. 

One would suppose that the 
Japanese would respond spon- 
taneously to these new freedoms, 
like prisoners released from jail. 
In some instances, of which la 
is a good example, the reaction. 
has been spectacular. In many 
others it has been disappointingly 
slow. Ancient habits and tradi- 
tions die hard. 

The worst possible mistake we 
could make would be to conclude 
that by establishing democracy on 
paper in Japan we have estab- 
lished it in fact. An excellent 
framework has been built; a good 
beginning has been made. But it 
will take long years of education 
and patient, vigilant, intelligent 
supervision to finish the Bay is 
is realized by many of the Amer- 
ican occupation authorities, How- 
ever, there is a tendency in the 
United States to assume from the 
sometimes over-sanguine official 
pronouncements here that Japan 
is safe enough for dethocracy to be 
left to her own devices. 

Broadly speaking, there are two 
sides to the occupation—the mili- 
tary and the _ political—both 
heading up under MacArthur as 
Supreme mmander for the Al- 
lied Powers or “SCAP.” 

On the military side are the 
American Eighth Army, command- 
ed by Lt. Gen. Robert L, EFichel- 
berger, and the smaller British 
Commonwealth forces, each re- 
sponsible for peace and order in 
its respective zone of occupation. 

On the political side are the 
many experts in all branches of 
governmental activity attached to 
MacArthur’s- headquarters and to 
the military government teams. 
At the higher level, their func- 
tions are to assist MacArthur and 
to instruct, prod and advise the 
Japanese government. At the 
lower levels, it is their duty to su- 

and inspect the carrying 
out of reforms by Japan’s 46 pre- 
fectural governments. 
No Open Opposition. 

There has never been and there 
may never again be an occupation 
as devoid of open opposition as 
this one. The amazing conipliance 
of the Japanese people is as fright- 
ening as it is impressive. It shows 
how deeply ingrained is the feudal 
concept of unquestioning respect 
for power and authority. While 
there are doubtless thousands of 
Japanese of the extremé Right or 
extreme Left who secretly resent 
the occupation and are simply 
biding their time, the great ma- 
jority appear genuinely co-opera- 
tive. The Japanese neither love us 
nor do they hate us. Their attitude 
is, “You won the war, therefore 
you are entitled to our obedience 
and respect.” Interestingly, there 
is less bitterness here than in such 
liberated countries as Korea and 
China. The Japanese have an ad- 
miration for American power and, 
technological achievement and fig- 
ure that what was good for us 
might be good for them. They be- 
lieve that Japan's future depends 
on close co-operation with the 
United States. They recognize 
that ours is the only country with 
sufficient resources to put them 
back on their feet, 

Nearly all Japanese now realize 
‘ that the war with the United 
States was a colossal blunder—a 
“mad adventure”—for which their 
militarists were chiefly to blame. 
Unquestionably the Japanese peo- 
ple are today anti-militarist. The 
desire for revenge is confined to a 
very small percentage of the popu- 
lation which, for the moment does 
not dare raise its head. Ultra-na- 
tionalists are lying low and will 
have no chance for popular sup- 
port until the impact of the defeat 
has spent itself.

behind them: Most important, it 
has meant stability. This stability 
is deceptive. So sharp are the eco- 
nomic and political’ differences in 


Japan that if Allied military au-|: 


thority were too suddenly removed 
Japan might very well drift into a 
condition of confusion and dis- 
order * ? 3 

Whether the war crimes trial 
has had much effect on Japanese 
thinking is problematical. At least 
it has exposed to them the stupid- 
ities of Japan’s wartime leader- 
ship: and filfed in a side of the 
war picture of which they were 
totally unaware. It has also pro- 
vided us with a historically ‘valu- 
able record of the events leading 
up to the wary But it has been 
as much a sounding board for the 
program of the militarists as for 
the objectives of the Allied 
powers. 

Gen. Hideki Tojo and his fellow 
warlords have been discredited in 
Japanese eyes. The people at- 
tach little onus; however, to the 
thousands of lesser nationalists 
who have been removed from pub- 
Hic office by the purge. These 
are considered as just “unlucky.” 
Moreover, the Japanese indi- 
vidually feel no sense of shame 
or guilt for their part in the war 
or for the barbaric acts of their 
countrymen in uniform, The atroc- 
ities committed by the Japanese 
army have made only slight im- 
pression on the Japanese mind. 
The treatment of foreign na- 
tionals was little different, after 
all, from what the Japanese ‘'them- 
selves have been accustomed to 
for centuries, 

Impact of Defeat Evident. 

The impact of the defeat and 
the occupation is everywhere a 
parent, even though it is difficult 
at ‘times to judge its depth. As 
one who made frequent visits to 
Japan during the pre-Pearl Har- 
bor years, I can understand the 
Alice-in-Wonderland feeling of 
some of the returning old-timers. 

“Could those pallid, mediocre 
figures sitting dejectedly in the 
prisoner’s dock at the war crimes 
tribunal be the same Tojo, Ita- 
gaki, Doihara and Roshino who in 
their various prewar Pacities 
preached loftily to correspondents 
of Japan's “sacred mission” and 
“immutable” policy? Is it possible 
that the once arrogant Japanese 
police could have been trans- 
formed, even by defeat, into the 
polite, almost supine characters 
that they are today? In the Im- 
perial Hotel — gingerbread crea-| 
tion of Frank Floyd Wright, we 
used to talk politica in whispers, 
fearful that the little Nip with the 
big ears in the next chair might 
be an agent of the Kempeitai. The 
Kempeitai is no more, and the Im- 
perial Hotel is now a reservation 
for American colonels. In fact, it 
is even more exclusive than of 
yore. Two big signboards outside 
the entrance proclaim to the “pro- 
letariat”: “This hotel is off limits 
to all military and civilian per- 
sonnel not billeted here.” 

Gone, too, is the old reluctance 
of the Japanese to talk about the 
emperor as a man rather than a 
god, Before the war, even for- 
eigners in Tokyo were careful to 
take a quick look over their shoul- 
ders before launching into a dis- 
cussion of Hirohito and as an 
added precaution usually referred 
to him by the code name “Charlie.” 
Today it is easier to get the Jap- 
anese_to talk freely about the em- 
peror than about MacArthur, al- 
though much of the old reverence 
still remains. 

Change in Streets. 

The biggest change is to be 
found in the streets. Here the Jap- 
anese scene has altered: radically 
in complexion and background, 
What a decade ago were clusters 
of tightly packed buildings and a 
year ago were deserts of rubble 
are today mushroom beds of new 
construction, It will be years be- 
fore the war-made wounds are 
wholly healed over, but the new 
jerry-built structures thinly stud-

The men, done up in bits and 
pieces of old uniforms, frayed pre- 
war business suits and the ubi- 
quitous field caps of the Japanese 
army, are—to use a favorite ex- 
pression of my Aunt Minnie—a 
“sight.” The sleek and jaunty 
ones among them are oftener than 
not members of that unloved 
black-market fraternity, the New 
Yen class.

The crowd moves from shop to 
shop and stall to stall looking 
mainly for food. The shops are 
well supplied with mnon-essentials, 
ranging down to Japanese imita- 
tions of the latest American gad- 
gets, but food and clothing, except 
of rationed categories, are pro- 
hibitively high in price for most. 
At one open-fronted shop ,adorned

Decline in Morals. 


Public morals have suffered a 

sharp post-war decline in Japan 
as in most countries; and poverty 
has made beggars, prostitutes and 
procurers of thousands. Just about 
everybody is involved one way or 
another in the black market.

On 
the side of progress the old and 
elaborate cult of courtesy has been 
Streamlined to the new need. 
People waste less time trying to 
outbow each other. Many have 
abandoned the old breath-sucking 
habit--a sort of reverse Bronx 
cheer—so objectionable to foreign 
ears. 
Yet for all this the defeated 
Japanese are not a prostrate or 
servile people. To some extent, 
this mysterious buoyancy may be 
attributed to the innate fatalism

other factor is the wisdom of 
MacArthur in treating the Japan- 
ese not only as a defeated but as 
a libereated people.

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Welles Declares Liberal Trade 
Is Vital to U.S. Foreign Policy

Opposition to Measures to Increase Imports 
Deplored—Multilateral Commerce Need- 
ed for World Recovery, He Says.

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merce, port associations and many other organizations hdve 
joined in stressing the benefits derived from our foreign trade. 

But there are significant indications that what the world trade 
crisis means to us has not yet been brought home to public opinion. 
There are few signs of any general realization that unless this crisis 
can be solved, our foreign policy cannot successfully be carried out, 
and world reconstruction cannet begin. 
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As we look back, most of us 
will admit that two of the chief 
causes of the world collapse of 
the 1930s were the tariff policies 
of the United States and the fail- 
ure to create any international 
machinery ,which could have 
stimulated financial and economic 
co-operation, 

The only practical step taken to 
arrest the headlong trend to eco- 
nomic nationalism and autarchy 
was, however, later taken by the 
United States with the adoption 
of the trade agreements act> 

Since that time this govern- 
ment has persistently pursued a 
liberal economic policy. The 
Congress approved American par- 
ticipation in the World Bank and 
Monetary Fund set up at Bret- 
ton Woods, and appropriated some 
six billions of dollars as our ma- 
jor share in the cost.. To insure 
British collaboration, the Con- 
gress also approved the three and 
three-quarter billion dollar credit 
o Great Britain to bolster British 
economy during the postwar pe- 
riod, 

Yet these institutions, essential 
as they are to world recovery, 
cannot function successfully un- 
less multilateral trade and the 
convertibility of exchange are re- 
stored. The United States con- 
sequently once more took the 
initiative by proposing the Inter- 
national Trade ,Conference which 
18 nations are presently attend- 
ing in Geneva. | 

Innumeérable Obstacles, 

In its attempt to lead the way 
forward to world recovery the Ad- 
ministration is, of course, ham- 
pered by innumerable obstacles. 
The Soviet Union has so far re- 
fused to co-operate in any prac- 
tical measures for economic co- 
operation. The inability of the 
major powers to agree on the 
German and Austrian peace set- 
tlements prevents any progress 
in the rehabilitation of Europe. 
British recovery

The democracies of western 
Europe, struggling to conserve 
their dwindling gold balances, are 
resorting to further trade restric- 
tions. Recently French Premier 
Paul Ramadier declared that any 
free economy must depend on the 
revival of the French trade bal- 
ance, and that until then French 
imports must be drastically re- 
duced if “the nation’s independ- 
ence” is to be preserved,

Industrialization throughout 


Latin America is essential if liv- 


ing standards are to be raised. 


But every infant industry recently 


established in the other American 
republics is clamoring for protec- 


‘\tion through increased tariffs to 


prevent the competition of United 
States goods. Yet if any healthy 
inter-American economic. struc- 
ture is to be developed, war-born 
industries which can only survive 
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the consuming public must surely 
be eliminated. 
Obstruction in U.S. 

These obstructions which the 
Administration confronts in its ef- 
fort to lay the: foundations for 
world economic recovery repre- 
sent in themselves an almost in- 
superable obstacle. Yet it may 
well be that the greatest obstruc- 
tion of all will be found in_ the 
United States. 

The statistics recently published 
by the Department of Commerce 
demonstrate that for some years 
to come we will annually be send- 
ing abroad ‘some 16 billions of 
dollars worth of goods and serv- 
ices. Our imports presently total 
no more than six billion seven 
hundred millions. Making every 
allowance for offsets that may les- 
sen the gap between exports and 
imports, there will still be left 
at the best some five billion dol- 
lars of annual exports for which 
we will receive no commercially 
balancing return, 

f the American people learned 
any lesson after the World War I, 
they must have learned the lesson 
that the United States cannot long 
maintain a high level of exports 
unless it is willing to be paid in 
imports at the same high level. 

But opposition to everY measure 
which would permit a healthy in- 
crease of imports is growing by 
leaps and bounds. In all parts of 
the country special interests are 
demanding the sterilization of the 
trade agreements act or the im-., 
position of excise taxes on imports 
in addition to present tariffs. At 
the very time the International 
Trade Conference is meeting in 
Geneva the House of Representa- 
tives passes a bill imposing an 
impom fee on wool over and 
above the existing tariff. 

Liberal Economy World Need. 

Our .only hope of world re- 
covery and of the success of our 
foreign policy lies in our ability 
to help the war-ravaged countries 
to become self-supporting, and 
gradually thereafter to bring 
about a liberal international econ- 
omy. Every time this country im- 
poses unwarranted restrictions on 
the flow of imports into the’ 
United States it lessens corres- 
pondingly our chances of achiev- 
ing . those objectives and it 
decreases simultaneously the op- 
portunity of thé American people 
to maintain for more than a brief 
period the present high level of 
exports. : 

What World Trade Week 
should have taught is that a high 
éxport level cannot be maintained 
when the rest of the world is 
poverty-stricken, and that unless 
it is maintained there can be no 
full employment in the United 
States.

Instead, the council decided that 
each representative would report 
the opposing positions to his own 
government and inform it that 
another effort would be made to 
reach agreement.

Problems Are Similar. 

What is now happening in all 
these densely-populated regions 
has many similarities, All of 
these former colonial peoples are 
painfully impoverished, uniformly 
under-nourished and overwhelm- 
ingly illiterate. They are by no 
means sufficiently educated to be 
ready for self-government. But 
prolonged exploitation has made 
them fiercely nationalistic. So 
their demands for self-rule are 
inflamed and insistent. The Jap- 
anese taught them one thing— 
that the white race is too weak 
to dominate them any longer. By 
conquering Many of these people 
the Japanese taught them that 
they can be free, 

Because the war bankrupted the 
Britisk, Dutch and French home- 
lands it also taught their home 
governments that their colonial 
pawns must somehow be made 
their partners — or they would 
rebel and go their own way. Ac- 
tual and bloody rebellions in the 
Dutch East Indies and Indochina 
deeply, upset Dutch and French 
hopes to maintain the prewar 
status quo in these regions. Thus 
the big three of European colonial 
powers have been forced to make 
major compromises before it is 
too late. Each power has been 
busy trying to save what it can— 
to save future trade, or to keep 
some political link with the Brit- 
ish, Dutch or French homeland, 
since no more than this can be 
hoped for. 

Britain's Labor Government has 
been most realistic about com- 
promise, for the British have al- 
ways understood the wisdom of 
compromising in time. Hence the 
independence of India, Ceylon and 
Burma is already assured; and 
that of a Malayan Union or Fed- 
eration is well on the way. The 
Dutch have been forced to recog- 
nize the Republic of Indonesia in 
Java, Madura and Sumatra, which 
means de facto self-government 
for 55,000,000 out of Indonesia’s 
72,000,000 inhabitants, Borneo, the 
Celebes and Dutch New Guinea 
will also be brought into a United 
States .f Indonesia. These and 
the Republic will*be combined in- 
to a Netherlands-Indonesia Union 
to be created by 1949. 

In Indochina the Annamites’ 
bitter revolt compelled the 
French to recognize the Repub- 
lic of Viet Nam last spring. 
Viet Nam, incidentally, is the 
only one of these former co- 
lonial entities which is led &nd 
dominated today by Commu- 
nists. Most of the other na- 
tionalistic “independence” move- 
ments are led by native-born so- 
cialists, This is very important 
to note and remember, because 
it reveals the pattern of lib- 
erated Asiatic ideology. It is 
predominantly democratic, based 
on western and often American 
ideas and inspiration. But it is 
also strongly socialistic. Indo- 
nesia’s leaders, for instance, 
link Washington and Lincoln to 
the economic conceptions of 
Marxian socialism, ,

On which side of the fence will 
most of Asia's newly-liberated 
500,000,000 people come down even- 
tually? Very late in the day the 
British, French and Dutch now 
talk about programs to reduce ilk- 
literacy in their former colonies, 
But their own governments are 
today in grave financial straits. 
Yesterday they had money and no 
conception of the need. Today 
they see the urgent need, but they 
have no money. They see the edu- 
cational need because they also 
need terribly the riches, produce 
and trade of these eastern lands, 


Try Tc Keep Ties. 

So they strive to “associate” the 
former colonies in a common 
“union”, or a form of assimila- 
tion with the mother country— 
or they yield to independence. 

The unfortunate aspect of Asia’s 
transformation is the fact that it 
has not been co-ordinated by the 
big powers. No common meéch- 
anism of sponsorship under the 
Trusteeship Council of the United 
Nations has yet been attempted. 
This is what President Roosevelt 
had in mind, but the conception 
seems to have died with him. The 
British, French and Dutch are all 
too intent to keep first priorities 
in their former colonies for them- 
selves. This tactic may prove 
costly, or even disastrous, in the 
end. For India, Burma, Indonesia 
and Indochina will need 
con.bined guidance, assistance and 
pro-democratic counsels of all the 
western powers in order to grow 
strong enough to stand on their 
own feet, while developing indi- 
vidual freedoms as well as self- 
government, 

The magnetiam of the Soviet 
system is greatest with impov- 
erished peoples who have never 
known individual and civil lib- 
erties. This Soviet magnetism 
does not yet penetrate deeply 
into Asia’s vast area where 506,- 
000,000 former colonial peoples 
live. But it reaches them psy- 
chologically. Memory of white 
discriminations and past arro- 
gant practices are still fresh 
and bitter. And Asia’s have- 

nots, so long the scorned under- 
dogs, are mostly clamoring for 
what the Soviet system has also 
provided—more food and jobs, 
more clothes, more doctors and 
more schools. 

But the new Asiatic nations 
also need credits and outside 
markets in order to establish 
themselves. Credits and trade 
are things which the western 
democracies, if intelligently as- 
sisted by the United States, can 
best furnish. Greece has been 
accepted as meriting financial 
aid, even though less than half 
of $300,000.000 will go toward 
reconstruction—where all of it 
is most needed, But India, Indo-

Shadowed areas penetrate far- 
ther into the glass than high-light 
areas, giving a lifelike three-di- 
mensional effect in some pictures. 

Before use, the glass must be 
kept out of sunlight or other ultra- 
violet light, but it does not have to 
be kept absolutely light-proof like 
printing paper, Corning says. 

In “printing,” portions of the 
glass not covered by the negative 
are masked off with black tape or 
other material. The process can be 
carried out in ordinary room light. 

Heating does not fix all the par- 
ticles throughout the glass, but 
once the glass has been exposed 
and heated its physical appearance 
will not change until it is again 
subjected to 1000 degree heat.

Neither our friends nor enemies 
ever knew exactly where we stood 
or what we would do in a given 
crisis. With the advent of air 
power, the United States became 
strategically vulnerable. Willing, 
er not, we are now of the world 
as we}l as in it, Bolshevism chal- 
lenges our fitness to enter the 
modern era, on the threshold of 
which we now e¢tand.

As we become more technical, 
we must become also more self- 
less or the world will judge our

Our conclusion to date on the 
matter of American air power is 
that, in an era when history has 
wings, we require an aircraft in- 
dustry which is dynamic and a 
strategic air power in being. We 
estimate that in an air age the 
diplomatic function of military 
power is restricted primarily to 
air forces, Only through the air 
are we physically vulnerable, Only 
by control of the air can we main- 
tain physical security. 

It would appear that if the 
above is tenable, our immediate 
pressing need is for a national 
policy and military reorganization 
which can foster dynamic air 
power, It is pointed out that the 
Secretaries of War and Navy and 
the General Staff have arrived at 


a satisfactory solution for reor- 
fanization, Opposition apparently 
continues only where it feeds on 
self-interest or intellectua) crystal- 
lization. The constructive work 
of Secretaries Forrestal and Pat- 
erson, Admiral Nimitz and Gen- 
eral Hisenhower in reaching a 
sound reorganization formula is 
especially appreciated. 


To the majority of civilians in 
‘the seminar, this has been their 
first opportunity to see the Air 
University in action and to ex- 
amine its policies and purposes. 
Both the principle behind the 
school and the administration of 
its projects have impressed us. 
This is one educational institution 
which thinks the United.

LONDON, May 31 (AP)—The 
British South American Airways

here tonight when a converted

refuelled by a tanker plane in mid- 
air over the Azores, 

Bennett, general manager of the 
airline, was enthusiastic over the 
trial, first of a series of weekly 
tests. He said that midair re- 
fuelling on some long trips greatly 
increases pay loads a plane may 
carry. 


The flight to Bermuda, started 
May 27, required 20 hours and the 
return journey was made in 15% 
hours.

The Missouri Synod of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church has 
purchased from the Mercantile- 
Commerce Bank & Trust Co. the 
building at 210-212.

W. H. Schlueter, treasurer of 
the Lutheran Missouri Synod, 
said an estimated $250,000, in ad- 
dition: to the purchase price, is 
to be spent on the structure, pre- 
paring it for use by the church 
offices.

There is a 
newly developed form of powdered 
DDT that will kill them out, or 
DDT spray will do it. Poison ant 
bait called terro-ant also is effec- 
tive, 

There {s some doubt that the 
trouble you speak of is caused by 
the ants, however, though the 
ants are present.

Cordon Around Calcutta. 

Police and military officials at 
Calcutta completed plans for a de- 
fensive cordon about that city. 
Night *movements of troops to 
strategic areas in the city were 
reported and an almost deserted 
wartime military camp began, fill- 
ing up again with troops, mostly 
Indian. Police extended to June 7 
the 7 p.m. to 6 a.m. curfew in six 
areas which have been under al- 
most continuous curfew for two 
months. 

Army troops were ordered to 
take up positions tonight in sec- 
tions of Bombay as a “precau- 
tionary measure.” 

The Bombay stock exchange, a 
majority of whose members are 
Hindus, made public a message to 
Jawaharlal Nehru, leading Con- 
gress party’ minister fn the inter- 
im government, declaring it views 
with alarm the impending eco- 
nomic crisis likely to arise from 
widespread communal strife, riot, 
organized arson and murder.” 

The message said the public had 
“lost confidence” in the govern- 
ment’s financial and labor policies, 
was reluctant to invest in shares 
and even was unloading govern- 
ment securities “because of ner- 
vousness springing from internal 
insecurity.” 

The stock exchange urged “firm 
government action” to encourage 
production, remove unworkable 
controls, keep money easy and 
-| preserve “law and order at any 
cost,” 

Mountbatten, in preparation for 
Britain’s quitting India in advance 
of the June 1948 deadline, will ask 
India’s leaders on Monday to 
agree on one of several alterna- Wy, 
tives. 

The big issue is whether India 
is to be partitioned into predom- 
inantly Moslem and Hindu states 
jand perhaps three additional 
states, or is to remain united as 
urged by the predominantly Hindu 
Congress party and as favored by 
Britain. 

This is a question over which 
thousands of religiously and po- 
litically opposed Moslems and 
Hindus have lost their lives in 
sporadic rioting in the last 10 
months. 

If the leaders do not agree— 
and they have not yet agreed in 
er ’s recent history—more .and 
possibly fiercer bloodshed is gen- 
erally conceded to be a most likely 
possibility. Fighting is possible 
even if the leaders do agree. 

Mountbatten is expected to tell 
the *Moslem League, Congress 
party, Sikh and princely state 
representatives that the British 
Government still favors the cab- 
‘linet mission plan of.last year 
which proposed a loosely. united 
federal government over group- 
ings of predominantly Hindu and 
Moslem provinces. 

This plan was once accepted but 
later rejected by the league. It 
has been accepted by the Con- 
| gress and the princes. 

Mohandas K, Gandhi, spiritual 
sparkplug of the Congress party, 
still is carrying on a strenuous 
campaign in favor of the plan 
and has lately declared himself in 
favor of not yielding an inch to- 
ward the Moslem demand for a. 
separate Pakistan, or Moslem 
state. 

Many other Congress party 
leaders, however, have shown a 
willingness to yield to the Mos- 
lem demand, provided several of 
the predominantly Moslem prov- 
inces were sheared of their Hindu 
and Sikh minorities. 

The Moslem League indicates it 
will turn down flatly a last Mount- 
batten appeal for the British plan.

MARTYL, MISS. HAHN 
S! DIFFER ON ART FORCES 


Ex-St. Louis Painter, Sculp- 
tor Express Divergent Views 
on Industrial Aid. 


Two ex-St. Louis “Women of 
Achievement,” the painter Marty! 
and the sculptor Nancy Hahn, 
yesterday expressed divergent 
views on forces in the world of 
modern art. Both were visiting 
here following a dinner last Tues- 
day to honor them and 46 other 
women for success in varied 
careers. 

“The trouble with art today,” 
said Marty], “is commercialism, 
fostered by commissions of indus- 
tries and department stores. These 
sponsors often know little of art 
or the esthetic process, They 
mean well, but when they ask for 
rush jobs in capturing the essence 
of a state or a city, hack work 
results. It’s documentary, it’s il- 
lustrative, but it isn’t creative and 
it isn’t art, no matter who the 
artists are, 

“A few artists, through skillful 
promotion, are making money like 
movie stars, but they ardén’t doing 
the cause of art much good, What 
we need is to have the vast public 
become conscious of art and feel 
the need for it in daily living, thus 
absorbing a great many artists 
into the community as they were 
assimilated in the Renaissance.” 

Marty] noteg an “improvement” 
in the approacn of some sponsors 
who in recent competitions have 
resorted to giving scholarships in- 
stead of cash to “painters of 
proved talent. “That kind of 
award is conducive to genuine 
creation and advancement of art 
because its supports e artist 
while he seeks to improve his con- 
tribution to hig field.” 

Miss Hahn said she felt com- 
mercial sponsors are doing “a 
great deal of good -in putting 
some kind of art, at least, before 
the people.” 

“This is especially valuable now, 
in the postwar period, when the 
creative urge is burgeoning as 
rarel ts she said. “Good 
and art results from these 
hasty sibieatiasoed but the im- 
portant thing is that somebody is 
subsidizing the artist. When a 
first rate person is commissioned, 
he usually produces first rate 
work.” 

Martyl, daughter of Martin 
Schweig, photographer, and Aimee 
Schweig, artist, studied with her 
mother at the Ste. Genevieve 
colony. She has had seven one- 
man shows in St. Louis, New York 
and Chicago since 1936. Like her 
mother, she is represented in the 
permanent collection of the City 
Art Museum. She is the wife of 
Alexander dorf Jr., former 
St. Louisan, an atomic scientist, 
now of Chicago. 

Miss Hahn, who studied at the 
St. Louis School of Fine Arts, 
Washington University, and with 
George Julian Zolnay, New York, 
is noted for her memorial statue 
“Doughboy” in Memphis, Tenn., 
and for her Missouri State Me- 
morial at Cheppy-Par-Varenns, 
France. Her bust of William 
Marion Reedy is in the permanent 
collection of the City Art Museum. 
She teaches private classes in 
sculpture at Winnetka, Il.

@ WELI—THE SPRING BLOSSOMS have gone and in their 
place is summer. Wheat is starting to head and oats grow 
apace. Down in the first field of segond-year sweet clover, 
which was pastured off by the steers, we are plowing for soy- 
beans which will yield a hay crop before making way for fall 
seeding of brome grass and alfalfa. Meanwhile, the steers are 
harvesting the second sweet clover field. There are a dozen 
other jobs to finish before haying—grading the waterway in 
the Huff field and working down and seeding the long diver- 
sion channel] in the bottom field along Saline Creek. The old 
Hay-shed on the ridge, which has stood for close to 40 years 
in an oddly unfinished state, must be closed in on the north 
side to protect this year’s hay crop. A new hay barn is on 
the docket but will wait for another year, since Possum Trot 
Farm must build itself as it goes along. Our first steers went 
to market on Saturday of last week, leaving 20 of the youngest 
with more than enough ‘pasture to carry them trough until 
autumn. But it is axiomatic\with the grass farmer that it 
is better to head into the dry summer weather under-stocked 
than over-stocked.

centenarian Lytton goes to his of- 
fice daily in all but the most in- 
clement weather. “Looking like 
a boulevardier who has emerged 
from retirément to show the boys 
a thing or two”’—asg one of his 
employes puts it—Lytton makes a 
daily tour of the sales cons of 
his store. 

He talks to customers end 
clerks and fingers merchandise. 
When he sees a new, and particu- 
larly pretty, face behind a coun- 
ter, he is Simost sure to pause 
long enough to ask: “How long 
have you been with Lytton’s? Do 
you like your job?” 

Then making his way to his own 
desk, 18 stories above the great 
shopping district he helped found 
60 years ago, he stops here and 
there to talk to executives of the 
store and to lecture younger asso- 
ciates about turning out office 
lights when they go to lunch. 


Finally seated at his desk, he 
scans sales figures for the previ- 
ous day with all the acumen of 
an accountant hot on the trail 
of a fugitive dollar. If. sales are 
off a few pénnies, Lytton starts 
pushing buttons, summoning his 
merchandising experts and gener- 
ally raising cain until he gets an 

explanation that satisfies him. 

“IT have survived four wars, five 
panics and innumerable calam- 
ities, including the Chicago fire,” 
Lytton is fond of saying. “I have 
seen this nation recover fiom each 
of them:and go forward to «a bet- 
ter way of life. The yesterdays 
were all right, but the tomorrows 
look even better.”

Newspaper. ads were simple 
notices that informed. the public 
that John Smith and Company 
beg to announce that they have 
vesunthy obtained a quantity of 
new all-wool suits. Or some 
times a business card sedately ap- 
peared as a firm’s only advertis-

He got work 
as a jewelry salesman, traveled 
by day coach and stopped at the 
cheapest hotels to save money. 
He finally received and accepted 
an offer to Mandge a debt-ridden 
store in Indianapolis. 

In Indianapolis, Lytton once 
more went im for advertising in 
a big way. He took page ads to 
invite folks to his store. to meet 
him personally He staged a store 
window epupaid age caused s0 


much attention ‘that extra squads 
of police were -called to control 
the crowds. In three and a half 
years, “Lytton had built the al- 
most-bankrupt Indianapolis store 
into a $350,000 business. And al- 
though still paying off his old 
debts, he determined once more 
to go into business for himself. 

In 1887, Chicago citizens picked 
up their newspapers to find an 
advertisement which gave them 
reason to think it had beén com- 
posed by a crazy man. It was 
a quarter page proclamation that 
a new store, The Hub, would open 
in a month. The ad used'12 dif- 
erent sizes and styles of type. 

ther “crazy” ads appeared daily 
until The Hub was finally opened 
on a beautiful spring day, April 
27, 1887. 

"I kept people interested with 
publicity atunts,” the founder of 
Lytton’s, The Hub, recalls. “I 
knew that publicity paid. I sent 
up balloons with tickets attached, 
entitling the finder to from one 
to 10 dollars in trade. .I threw 
overcoats from our store roof 
down into State street. I wanted 
people to say, ‘This fellow Lytton 
must be either crazy or runs a 
wonderful store. 
see’,” 

Lytton staged other stunts to 
draw customers to The Hub.

YTTON today likes to look 
L down from his eighteenth floor 
office upon the maelstrom 
that is now Chicago’s State Street 
and recall the days when it was 
an unpaved, mud-spattered lane. 
One of the 14 founders of this 
great shopping center, he is the 
last alive. Marshall Field, Potter 
Palmer, Levi Leiter and all the 
others are gone, 

Recently, on ,the occasion of 
signing a 20-year lease on a South 
Side building which will house an- 
other branch of Lytton’s, he super- 
vised the drawing up of the ads of 
the new branch, held conferences 
with store executives and signed a 
mountain of letters. In his big of- 
fice, he sat erect at his big desk, 
spoke in a firm voice and issued 
orders’ with decision. His only in- 
firmities are an annoying deaf- 
ness and the loss of sight in one 
eye. His hair is hardly gray. 

He believes in moderation in all 
things. “He says he gave wp smok- 
ing at 75 and quit drinking wine at 
80. He likes good food, but says 
the books he reads at home are 
“the darndest bunch of trash you 
ever heard of.” 

At a recent banquet honoring 
the senior merchants of State 
street, Lytton recited all the verses 
of Kipling’s “If” and replied to 
demands for an encore with sev- 
eral shorter i, He will sing 
a song at the drop of his Hom- 
burg, once sang in a benefit con- 
cert with the great Lilli Lehmann, 
and always insists on the Star 
Spangled Banner being sung at 
his birthday gatherings. 

To younger men starting in busl- 
ness, Lytton has one great piece 
of advice: “Remember that mod- 
ern advertising is purely good 
salesmanship in print.” That 
statement is but a revision of the 
motto he posed for his executives 
in 1900: “Advertising is to selling 
what steam is to an engine.” 

As Lytton approaches his one 
hundred and second birthday he is 

“still pulling his weight,” as one 
of his executives puts it. The 
Hub, which in 1887 was started in 
a wooden building, with five em- 
ployes “to clothe man and boy,” 
today does a $28,000,000 yearly 
business and has 20 departments 
which stock merchandise ranging

Fix It Yourself: Care of Carpets

In the first place it doesn’t do 
a rug much good to be tossed 
over a line and beaten to death 
with a heavy stick. This seems 
a good point. If you've got to 
beat rugs, do it gently with. a 
light rug beater and just remove 
the dirt, not the nap. 

A superior way of keeping a 
rug clean is to give it a light 
going over with the vacuum clean- 
Don’t wait until the dirt gets

do something about it, . 

When a carpet gets really dirty 
it can be shampooed even, as you 
and I,. This is an outside job— 
and take off the loose dirt first. 
You can buy ea carpet soap or use 
a mila face soap.

the rug. Rinse off the sdap with 
a wet rag and hang the carpet 
up to. dry before putting it back 
down.

would meet. Another “conféssion” 
was made by a man now confined 
to a mental institution. 

After a lapse of more than a 
year, the case was reopened Feb. 
1, by Judge George Murphy in the 
course of a grand jury investiga- 
tion. In a two-count indictment, 
it was charged that the Thomp- 
sons, “with John Doe, Richard Roe 
and Mary Roe,” conspired to mur- 
der Lydia Thompson. The first 
count charged the defendants with 
the killing “on or about Oct, 1], 
1945.” The second count charged 
that “on divers days between Jan. 
1, and Oct, 13, 1945” a conspiracy 
existed between the defendants to 
murder Mrs. Thompson. 

They were teken into custody 
on March 23, but on May 16 a com- 
mon pleas judge granted a de- 
fense motion that the charge 
be dismissed. , The prosecutor 
acknowledged that the state’s evi- 
dence was “meager.” 

Thompson and his former sec- 
retary were married four months 
after Lydia Thompson was mur- 
dered and are now the parents of 
a five-month-old son. 

In the meantime, the police are 
still receiving the usual number of 
“hot tips,” “new clues” and anony- 
mous letters of accusation. But 
the crime, they admit. is like a 
jig-saw puzzle in which the key 
pieces are missing. Maybe they'll 
turn up some day.
